Paul Findley, R-Dl., won by 
246 to 163 Tuesday. Findley 
said the rider would set “ a 
reasonable and effective limit 
on how deep into the U.S. 
Treasury a wealthy farmer 
can reach— surely $20,000 is 


deep enough.”

by

D-Minn., which the House 
had approved by 313 to 89. 
B e rg la n d ’s 
am endm ent 
would have cut off subsidies 
at $20,000 per crop instead of 
the 
$37,500 
per 
crop level 
recommended by the House 
A g ric u ltu re 
C o m m ittee. 
Current law sets it at $55,000 
per crop but critics claim this 
is loaded with loopholes. 
A Senate-passed version 


of the farm bill cut the level 
to $20,000 per 
farmer but 
under terms that are not as 
tight as those in the Findley 
amendment. 
Findley’s provision would 
put various payments under 
the limit, including so-called 
r e s o u r c e 
a d j u s t m e n t 
payments for not growing 
crops. 
Under

version of the House bill and 
under the Senate-passed bill, 
p a y m e n t s 
for

a d j u s t m e n t

Consider the rare meeting of minds 
involving the Rev. Carl Mclntire, the fundamentalist 
minister and leader of pro- war demonstrations, and 
many of the activists who have taken part in anti- war 
demonstrations. The issue on which they agree is that 
government regulation of broadcasting, chiefly through 
the “fairness doctrine,” amounts to violation of the 
First Amendment’s guarantees of free speech and 
press. 
Mclntire’s position 
stems partially from self- 
interest. Three years ago, the Federal Communications 
Commission declined to renew the broadcasting license 
of WXUR, a radio station in Media, Pa., owned by 
mclntire. In announcing its decision, the FCC held that 
the fundamentalist, right- wing views aired by WXUR 
were not properly balanced by other viewpoints. Thus, 
the station was adjudged in violation of the fairness 
doctrine. Undaunted, Mclntire has threatened to set up 
“Radio Free America,” a pirate radio ship anchored 
three miles off Cape May, N.J., and begin broadcasting 
to the East Coast on or about Thursday, July 19.

It’s the new breed of 
jailhouse lawyers. 
Now relinquishing his duties 


as executive director of the 
firm to continue his studies and 
work on a legal challenge to 
the county grand jury system 
in New Jersey, Mosiello, a con­ 
victed murderer, has left a 
flourishing “ law practice” in 
the 
maximum 
security 
in­ 
stitution. 
Mosiello, 35, was given a life 


sentence for the murder of a 
shopkeeper in February 1970, 
after a codefendant testified for 
the prosecution. 
Mosiello, who said he de­ 
signed racing car engines be­ 
fore his arrest, was made a 
clerk of the prison’s small law 
library, where his shingle reads 
"Hank Mosiello, Esq.” From 
there he built up his practice. 
Mosiello’s law work started 


where most criminal lawyers 
leave off: Everyone he dealt 
with had already been con­ 
victed and Mosiello took over 
from there, preparing briefs, 
reviewing evidence and writing 
complaints. 
With the assistance of attor­ 
neys from the public defender's 
office, he has two actions pend­ 
ing in state courts and one ap­ 
peal being prepared for the 3rd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 
Because neither he nor his 


associates are licensed to prac­ 
tice law, all their work must be 
handled with practicing attor­ 
neys. 
Rut with time on their hands, 


he and the 
members of

Before Fauver it was a 
‘shotgun and club’ adminis­ 
tration, Everything was repr- 
esssive. Mr. Fauver came with 
an open mind and was willing 
to listen. If the idea sounds fea­ 


sible, he gives you a chance.”

Mosiello has several other proj­ 
ects. 
He criticized the grand jury 
system — the method used to 
indict most of the inmates at 
the prison before they went to 
trial - as “ a tool for the prose­ 
cutor and not the safeguard it

Dear Dr. Lamb — I enjoy 
your column in my news­ 
paper — keep up the good 
work. 
I would like some informa­ 
tion concerning the operation 
“vasectom y.” My wife and I 
have been married for more 
than 20 years and have five 
grown children — so you can 
see if we don’t always take 
the needed precautions there 
is the possibility of unwanted 
children. 
There seem to be two dif­ 
ferent opinions — one says 
that sex drive is consider­ 
ably decreased and the other 
says it isn’t so. 
. As there is no sperm pres­ 
ent at climax, does it not re­ 
duce the feeling of pleasure? 
I have always been under 
the impression it was the 
sperm that caused this feel­ 
ing. We have been advised 
by my doctor to have this 
operation, as he doesn’t care 
to put my wife on the “pill.” 
Have you had any experi­ 
ence along this line and what 
are your feelings on this? 
How long after the operation 
does it take to be free of all 
sperm? 
Would you advise this at 
my age? I’m in my middle 
50s and my wife is about 
eight years younger. 
Dear Reader — There is no 
evidence that vasectomy de­ 
creases the man’s sensations 
or responses. The changes of 
this nature after the opera­ 
tion are usually of psycho­ 
logical origin and frequently 
because the i n d i v i d u a l 
doesn’t understand the oper­ 
ation. 
The sperm cells constitute 
a very minute portion of the 
orgasm, probably you can 
put all of the sperm cells in 
an area not much bigger 
than the head of a pin. Most

cles. You may be interested 
to know that a number of 
years ago a type of vasec­ 
tomy was advised to restore 
older men’s sexual drive. It 
was finally concluded that it 
did not have any effect. 
There have been a few 
scary reports recently on the 
vasectomy, most of which 
are 
exaggerations 
in 
the 
public press of a theory ad­ 
vanced on early research 
work on animals. Since then 
a number of authorities have 
come forth and pointed out,! 
in a truth squad action, that 
there is no evidence that 
having a vasectomy without 
complications causes serious 
diseases or other problems. 
You and your wife will 
have to decide whether you 
should have a vasectomy or 
not. I am not sure why she 
can’t take the pill. Some 
doctors use the pill to sup­ 
port a woman through her 
menopause and thereafter to 
p r e v e n t post - menopausal 
changes. After all, they have 
the same effects as the nor­ 
mal female hormone. Your 
wife should not be too far off 
the time she would expect to 
undergo these changes. 
An alternative to the vasec­ 
tomy is the intrauterine de­ 
vice (IUD). These have been 
highly successful and can be 
removed at any time. 
A man has to be tested 
over a period of time after 
a vasectomy to find out if he 
is still releasing sperm or 
not. It usually requires sev­ 
eral specimens free of sperm 
before a doctor will feel se­ 
cure that the man is no long­ 
er c a p a b l e of producing 
sperm cells or i n d u c i n g 
pregnancy.
